ON I Pereas by an At of Parliament made tn the Pine and thirtiech year of the Reign 
WE VANE ok the late Quan Elizabeth, Entituled, [An Act for Puniſhing of Rogues, Vagabonds, 
FUN =", Wer and Sturdy Beggars] It ts amongſt other things Enacted, That all Pedlars, and 
Petty Chapmen Wandzing abzoad, ſhould be taken, Adjudged and Deemed 
” EX, Bogues, Uagabonds andSturdy Beggars, and be puniſhed as by the ſaid Act is 
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Dot Wales, oz Town of Berwick upon Tweed, oz in any part of them, oꝛ any of them, from 
and after the Four and twentieth dayof June next after the Date of this Pur Pzoclamation, upon 
ins and penalties in the ſaid Statutes mentioned and erpzeſſed. And Me do hereby likewiſe 
' ricly ge and Command all and ſingular Our Juſtices of Aſſize, Juſtices of Peace, Mapoꝛs, 
riffs, Bapliffs, Conſtables, aud all other Our Dfficers, to take notice of this Pur Pleaſure, 
Ad ok the ſaid Letters Patents, and to be from time to time in all things Aiding and Aſſiſting unto 
| ſaid Dificers, their Alligns and Deputies, in the due Execution thereof, and to take care that 
Statutes, and the Pains aud Penalties therein contained, be duly Erecated upon the Con- 
temners v2 Neglecters of this Pur Royal Commandment ; as they tender Our Pleaſure, and will 
anſwer the contrary at their Perils.
